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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 27, renumbered to claim 1, among other things 'using a preprocessor module with 
an associated entry queue, an optimizer module, and a postprocessor module to reallocate and 
invoke results when scheduled and executed on the optimizer' to create the globally optimal 
cluster configuration when combined with separating dependencies among resources and groups 
into a first static rules based group separating said dependencies among resources and resource 
groups, user preferences, constraints among the resources, system events, and current policies 
into (i) a first, static rules based group and (ii) a second dynamically changing events based 
group, wherein said first group captures the static resources including for each resource, a type 
and quality of the supporting resources needed to enable said each resource wherein the step of 
separating is implemented according to said rule-based constraints. 

The prior art does not teach the cited limitation.
